No Let-Up in Sight 


OUISVILLE, KY., July 

30. — According to re- 
ports from Automobile Row, 
demand for new cars con- 
tinues good, while used cars 
are moving very well. 

There has been a big gain in new 
car sales for the first seven months 
of the year, and it is claimed this 
record will continue through Au- 
gust.. Sales would be greater if 
dealers could secure deliveries, as 
several factories are having trouble 
in supplying distributors and deal- 
ers with ears. 

Prince Wells, president of the 
Louisville Automobile Dealers’ As- 
sociation and head of the Prince 
Wells Company, dealer and distrib- 
utor for Nash, stated that his com- 
pany was badiy in need of cars. 

Mr. Wells is just back from a trip 
out over the territory, and remarked 
that conditions were good. The to- 
bacco sections of the state are an- 
ticipating a very good crop of tobac- 
co that should bring good prices, 
in view of the cleaned-up condition 
of the last crop. Other crops have 
not been so good, but tobacco is the 
money crop, which moves cars. The 
coal sections of the state have also 
been running into a dull season. 

Mr. Wells pointed out that sales 
for the first six months of this year 
totaled 4,704 cars in Louisville and 
Jefferson county, as. against 3,930 


for all makes last year. Each month | 


of the year has shown a gain, and 
it is believed that July will keep up 
the good work, with an increase of 
at least 15 per cent. 

The used car market is in ex- 
cellent shape. Due to _ several 
manufacturers being behind on 
deliveries they have not been 
pushing dealers to take cars, and 
the latter have not been so anxious 
to trade, and are only trading to 
their own advantage. The con- 
sequence is that it is harder to 
trade old cars in, and used car 
prices are weaker. 

In June Louisville dealers 
781 used cars, as 
year in June, 
in June being $296.36, as 
296.96 last June, even with 150 more 
cars sold. In stock at the close of 
June this year there were 833 used 
cars, with an average value of $344, 
as against 697 cars with an average 
value of $380 at the close of June of 
last year.

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Paternalism 
ATERNALISM is a word very much abused in its 
political connotations but carrying in its original 


meaning ah admirable suggestion of watchful co-operation. 
In the announcement which appeared in a recent issue of 
The Automotive Daily News, of General Motors new insur- 
ance plan, we have paternalism in most and 
helpful form. 


This corporation which has adopted an attitude of all 


its benign 


possible co-operation with employees, has just arranged 
the greatest group insurance policy ever issued. The sum 
of $400,000,000 is involVed and it will provide protection in 
sickness, accident and death for 200,000 employees. The 
cost to the workers is to be about five cents a day, which 
leaves a substantial difference to be made up by the com- 
pany. 

This means that each employee will have $2,000 pro- 
tection in case of death and will have $15 per week during 
any absence from work caused by accidents or illness hap- 
pening off the job. Occupational accidents are provided for 
by workmen’s compensation. 

This is just another instance of the new and kindlier 
relations which are growing up between employers and em- 
ployees. Paternalism of this kind never can work except 
to the benefit of those who are its objects. 





New Jersey Tax Under Fire 


has had in effect an excise 

tax of 1! cents per mile of travel within its border 
by interstate commercial motor vehicles, including buses. 
This levy met with much opposition when it was before the 
Legislature, but it was passed and the assessment of the tax 
began. 

However, some companies 
vehicles are not yet reconciled to the law. The Public Ser- 
vice Interstate Transportation Company, which operates 
such a fleet, has asked for an injunction to restrain Com- 
missioner Dill from collecting further taxes. Governor 
Moore and Attorney General Katzenbach are made par- 
ties-defendant to the action. The case will be heard on 
September 18 in the Federal court at Trenton.

No 
matter what may be the legal aspects of the action, which 
may be quite within the rights of the state, it is regrettable 
to have any law which interferes with the free movement of

Klein Sees Continued 
Predominance of 
American Cars

way Education, organized in 1924, 
which plans to have an effective 
branch in every Latin-American 
country. 

Dr. Klein spoke at length of the 
peculiar conditions existing in dif- 
ferent countries in respect to taxes 
and other economic factors the ad- 
vance of the motor car in hereto- 
fore trackless and unpenetrated 
countries. 

He said that this steady progress 
in “‘motorizing mankind” will result 
in foreign countries absorbing, with- | 
in a few years, at least 1,000,000) 
American cars a year, as compared 
to 385,000 in 1927, valued at more 
than $400,000,000. 

“Much traffic bound from Europe 
for Bagdad formerly had been com- 
pelled to take the hot voyage down 
through the Suez Canal and the 
Red Sea, the Arabian Sea and up 
the Persian Gulf,” Dr. Klein con- 
tinued, “whereas an incomparably 
Shorter route lay straight East 
from Beirut, Syria, across. the 
Arabian desert to Bagdad. 

“An idle suggestion resulted in ex- 
ecution of a most daring plan. 
Plunging into the trackless desert 
with a motor car, a party of men 
blazed the way that served as a 
practicable, effective route for the 
regular bus line that was to follow. 

“Passengers and mail are now 
carried safely in American cars to 
and from Bagdad, with an almost 

monotonous fidelity to schedule. 

“An achievement fully as_ ex- 
traordinary as this was the trip of 
an American car through the desert 
wilderness in central South America 
known as the ‘ran Chaco.’ For hun- 
dreds of years the remote interior 
of this desert had been utterly un- 
known. 

“Not long ago, the owner of an 
American automobile entered his 
car in a Paraguayan town and 
drove away into the Chaco. To the 
amazement of the natives, it made 
its appearance not long after in the 
uplands of Bolivia, battered but still 
running smoothly, victor over one 
of the world’s most shunned and 

dreaded areas. South America re- 
soundea with praise of this exploit. 

“In some cases the peculiar for- 
eign methods of taxing motor cars 
operate to the disadvantage of the 
American product ™ certain ways 
or places, and possibly to its advan- 
tage in others. For example, Great 
Britain imposes a tax of nearly $5 
per annum per horse power on all 
passenger cars. 

“On this basis, a 
power car in Great 
nearly $100 per year in taxation 
alone. To offset this high horse 
power tax, British manufacturers 
have evolved many makes of light 

cars of from seven to twelve horse 
power. That is enough for their 
good, level roads; however, the tax 
is prohibitive for many of our more 
powerful small cars. 

“But in foreign and colonial 
markets a very different situation 
exists. There the British tax 
does not prevail and the rugged 
terrain—in South Africa or Aus- 
tralia for example — demands 
higher powered cars than the 
British factories are equipped to 
turn out. Most of these orders 
go to American producers and 

the Birtish industry thus loses 
valuable outlets for “volume 
sales.” 

“Realization of the superior 
American position has impelled 
European competitors to try a num- 
ber of expedients—none of them 
thus far successful and some olf 
them economically winsound. One 
of these devices, namely, the limit- 
ing of American automobile imports 
to a specified number or ‘quota’ 
each year. This is a trade barrier 
of a kind that 27 nations have just 
agreed to abolish. 

“Last spring attempts were made 
to halt the swift advance of Amer- 
ican motor cars in world markets 
by the formation of a European 
cartel, or combine, and by mergers 
of companies. But the plans have 
apparently proven impracticable.
